The New York Tribune, of the 16tb, pub- 
lisbes the following communication:

Six: As my name has been in print in many 
papers, in counection with the late murdering 
at Meridian, I deem it my duty to myself, the 
good people of Lauderdale county, and my 
country, that facts which the Kugiux would 
doubtless ge to keep hidden should be made 
known. was ep rgeo I an Alderman in 
May, 1369.

The Kukloux will endeavor to make the peo-

tte was killed by a negro. They may make 
some believe it; but I do not belleve that any 
of the arrested vegroes bad any weapon other 
than a pocket-knife, as 1 was present at the 
trial for sometime, and sat close to the ac- 
cused, and saw none.

Sumner (apparently nat heeding the ques- 
tion )—It is strange that the Secretary of Siate 
and otber persons should have maguitfied the 
difficulties in the way of our official inter- 
course. I wss always ready to meet Mr. Fish 
and every body else with whom I had official 
traneactions in a spirit calculated to transact 
those affairs with promptiiude and satisfac- 
tion.

” Correspondent—You regard the annexation 
ot St. Domingo as one “of the indispensible 
couditions on which President Grant confers 
his friendsbip? 

Sumner—Aa ! said before I cannot discuss 
the question of St. Domingo oa its merits at 
the present. It 1s 80 wrapped up with other 
considerations, that it can hardly be separated 
from them. Grant is certainly very anxious 
to obtain poseession of that island. As to his 
motives, there is possibly a variety of them. 
You cannot doubt bis earnestness when, to 
accomplish his ends, he so grossly subverts 
the Constitution of his country. A man is 
very much in earnest when, to attain bis ob- 
ject, be will break the laws, 

Correspondent—Do you regard the acquisi- 
tion of St Domingo as beneficial or injugjous 
to the mmterests of the country? 

Sumner—The unportance of the island in 
itself is very great. I do regard Jts annexa- 
tion to this country as likely to result in great 
harm to the colored race, not only of the 
island, but of the United States. It would 
be, in a manner, defrauding them ofa natural 
birthright. 

Correspordent—In what respect? 

Sumner—I have always thought it 
dential that these islands of the West Indies 
were located go nea: Our shores. It seems to 
me that they are placed there in order to be- 
come the seat of a great black republic, where 
the colored race, in a congenial ciimate, and 
with allthe advantages to be derived from a 
fertile sou and contiguity to this countrys, 
could woik out their destiny as an independ- 
ent power to a glorious fulfilment. This is 
one reason, and an important one, why 1 op- 
pose the annexation of St. Do Omingo—why I 
consider its acquisition as injurious to the in- 
terests of humanity. Now, if the island is 
annexed to this country the colored man will 
lose tbe opportuvity, which I consider a 
providential one, of building up, under favor- 
able circumstances, a confederacy peculiarly 
theirown. They would, in the contingency 
of anuexation, be defrauded of what seems to 
me to be their natural birthright—an inheil- 
tapce reserved by Providence for thelr ex- 
ciusive use, under the favorable auspices of 
our example and protection. 

Corre: pocdent—That idea, Mr, 
ccrtainly has force in it. 

Samner—Why, sir, | wiso yOu would re- 
ficet uponit. It appears to me an opportu- 
nity of doing justice to the hitherto wronged

It 
now has the authority of a received constitu- 
tional axiom; and any act of Congress that 
canvot stand its crucial teat is not the law of 
the land, and has no validity. Let us bring 
the b ll under consideration to this trial. .

A 
man who would assert that this act of incor= 
porstion, or any other law which the Legisla- 
ture of Ohio — pass, could have any

without that geceral provision, all the powers 
contemplated by it, and the potential exist- 
exce of which it recognizes, would Ive re- 
suited by necessary implication from the ex 

ress powers created by the Constitatirs; 
Pat the entire mass would not bave inured to 
Congress, but the execution of every: inci- 
dental power necessary and “ww yied for =, 
ing into execution every specified power would 
have devolved on the department or officer 
charged with the execution of the specified 
power. This principle is so modified by that 
provision of the Constitution, as that a'l those 
ircidental and auxiliary powers are primarily 
and in a dormant state vested in Congress; 
and it has to desiguate and organiz?: each and 
all of them, asd confide their execution to a 
particular departmeat or officer before they 
can have any effect. 

The power to construct a road of any kiad, 
or a canal, is nowheie specified 1a the Conati- 
tution. If it exist at all. it is an implied 
power, and appertains to Congress in virtue 
of av itherent privciple, and of the provision 
wbich invests 1t with the power ‘‘to make all 
lawe whicb shall be neceseary and proper tor 
carrvitg into execution” the specified powers. 
It bas been rometimes contended that the Con- 
gressional power “‘to establish postoffices and 
portroads’’ is a specified, an express power 
to build both houses for offices and roads over 
which to carry the mail. This is a misconcep- 
tion. This express power refers to the mail 
establishment, to the postal institution, to a 
legal entity, and notto the physical subjects, 
the buildings in which postoffices are kept, 
or the 8, canals, rivers, lakes. seas, or 
oceans over which mails and their matter 
are transported, the whole of which are alike, 
but figuratively *“‘post roads,’’ whether tbey 
are over land or water, and without regard to 
the ticular form or nature of the live of 
trar sit.

wer of Congress to create the postoffice es- 
tablisbment, copsistiog of postoflices aud post 
routes, does not bring to it the irsp'ied, 1ac1- 
dental and auxiliary powers of building 
bouses for postoffices and constru ctivg roads 
and canals along which to transport the 
mail, and protecting the establishment by 
penal laws neces ly arises.

I will continue still further the inquiry whether 
this is a congressional power existing in that 
form. 

A jurisdiction aud power in the States com- 
prebendipg the right of eminent d>muaia is 
certainly the chietest babilimenot of their po- 
litical sovereignty; and if it had been the 
purpose of the great and wise statesmen whe 
fiamed the Constitution that Congress should 
be vested with it, F think they would have 
expressed it in clear language, They refused 
to give this power expreséely in relation to 
carals; they provided that it shouid continue 
where it always had been, with the States, as 
to “the seat of the Governmentof the Uaited 
States, and as te forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dockyards and other needful buildings;”’ and 
this strongly foriifies the position that it is 
not delegated by the Constitution, aad it 
was not the intention of its framers that it 
should be. 

The politics) sovereignty and powers of the 
States respectively are prim aud plenary 
also, except so faras by the Coastitution they 
delegated them to the United States Govern- 
ment or restricted themselves in their exer- 
cise. As Ihave said before, Chancellor Kent 
bolds that— 

**The Copstitution.of the Uutted States is an 
instiument containing the graat of specific pow- 
ers, and the Govetpment ef the Union can- 
not clalm any pewers but what are contulned 
in (be grant,3nda given elther expres:ly cr by 
becessary implication.” 

Aad I have also said that this principle has 
been repeatedly asserted by Madison, Mar- 
shall, Webster, Story, Taoey and all the emi- 
nent constitutioual lawyers and statesmen of 
our country. - 

The advocates of the measure before the 
Senate do notassaume that Congress has any 
express or specified power to passit, but they 
claim that the power “to rerulate commerce 
among the several States,’’ and the “powers 
to declare war’’ and “‘to raise and support 
armies’’ imply and contain the power to enact 
this Vill into a law; that those specified, ex- 
press powers necessarily imply that Congress 
ehall have, as necessary aud proper for carry- 
ing them into execution, the power to sa 
law to authorize a corporation in Cincinnati, 
created by an act of the Legislature of Ohio, 
to euter into the State of Kentucky, she ‘‘vo- 
lens vel nolens,’’ and to take the land and 
other preperty of ber citizens, for the purpose 
of constructing and maintaining a railway io 
perpetuity to the Tennessee line, and to expe! 
the jurisdiction, eminent domain and soy- 
ereiguty of the State of Kentucky from the 
wey, the railroad and al! its appurtenences, 
and the corporation itself to assume those 
highest prerogatives of severeignty or not, as 
it may will. 

it is not proposed that Congress shall make 
it mandatory for this potentially sovereign 
corporation to execute the powers which are 
to be con‘erred by this bill, but it is to do or 
not to do according to its own pleasure. And 
it is not to be the subordinate, serving, per- 
petual agent of Congress if it should choose 
to construct the road, butis to be governed 
by the act passed by the Legislature of Ohio 
creating it, and isto be subject to no control 
by or responsibility to Congress. 

But this question presents itself here: As 
Congress has not the specified or express pow- 
er to construct a railroad, does that power 
necessari)y accrue to it as a means of execnt- 
ing its specified powers of regulating com- 
merce siwovg tbe States, or declaring war, or 
raising atd supporting armies? 

I have already presented at argument, 
based upon other provisions of the Constitu- 
tion, oppugning such apower. It was always 
devied by a majority of the members of the 
Convention which med the Constitution, 
who have expressed themselves upvon the 
question ; it was ected by Presiderts Jef- 
fersop, Madison, Movroe and Polk, all of 
whom except Jefferson vetoed an act of Uon- 
gress providing for its execution. Mr. Mad- 
ison, in a_tetter to Edward Livingston, of 
date April 17, 1824, says: 

“My 'mpression with respect to the authority 
to make them (canal-) may be the stronger, per- 
haps (#21 had occasion to remark as to the Dank, 
on its original di-cussion), from my recollection 
that the authority had been repeatediv propos. d 
in the convention, and pegatived, either as im- 
proper to be vested in Congress, Or asa power 
not itkelyto be yielded by theStates. My im- 
pression is al o very decided that if the construc- 
tion which brings cana's within the scope of ¢>m- 
mercial relations bad been advanced or admitied 
by the advocates of the Coustitution Inthe State 
conventions, it would bave been Impossible to 
overcome the opro-ition tolt. It ts remarkable 
that Mr. Hamilton himself, the strenuous patron 
ofan expansive meaning of the Constitution, 
with the views of the conveotion fresh ta his 
memory, aud ina report contending for the moat 
liberal rules of interpretatio pb, wes obliged, by 
his cat dor, ‘0 admit that they could not embrace 
the case cf capals.”’ 

In a letter of Mr. Madison to Martin Van 
Buren, of date July 30, 1820, he writes: 

“IT have,as you know, never considered the 
powers claimed for Congress over roads and 
eal als as Within the grauts of the Constitu- 


And he repeatedly suggested an amendmeat 
of the Constitution to confer that power upon 
Corgress. Chief Justice Marsnall, in the 
case of Gibbons vs. Ogden (9 Wheaton, 203), 
refers to several classes of State laws as form 
irg “ta portion of that immense mass of legis- 
Jation which embraces every thing within the 
terriiory of a State not surrendered to the 
General Government; all of which can be 
most advantayveously carried on by the States 
And proceeds: 

“Inspectione, quarantine laws, health laws of 
every description, a8 well as laws for regulating 
thy internal commerce of a State, and those 
which iespect turnpike road-, fcrries, eic., are 
component partes of this mass. 

“No direct general power over these eject: is

The eecond mode here pointed out, by tak- 
ing stock in State corporations, is the onl 
one by which the Government of the Unit 
States hes ever attempted to exercise any 
power, direct or indirect, in the construction 
of roads or canals. The fourth is a brand- 
new invention of Ohio birth, that was revealed 
to the world about two years since, and that; 
I euppose, had never before entered into mor- 
tal imagination, as destitute of authority as 
precedent, but affluent in deformity and capa- 
city for mischief. propose to scrutinize 
somewhat this strange and mopstrous new- 
comer, , 

Congress has the express, s pecified power 
“to regulate commerce among the several 

tates,’’ cna it 1s claimed that thia ‘‘necessa- 
rily and properiy’’ imples the further and 
incidental wer to construct roads and 
cauals, and that Congress may depute so 

of this incidental power to a corpora- 
tion of Ohio as to authorize it to construct 
and to maintain perpetually a railway across 
the State of Kentucky in defiance of the op- 
posivg will of that State. 

The primary, specified powers, and the in- 
cidental, aumiliary powers that exist only to 
help in their execution, must exist together. 
{f the principal power were brought to an 
end, the incidental woula at the same time 
cease to exist; they cannot be separated, aad 
asahey would perish together, so must they 
live together, and be inseparably combined in 
the same hamds. Animplied power without 

primary one cannot be, and is Only to aid in 
its execution. Congress is intrusted with the 
whole legisiative power established by the 
Constitution, whether by specification or im- 
plication, and it cannot divest itself or depute 
auy part of its powers, whether they were 
conferred in the one form or the otmer. Con- 
grees has DO power to pass a law authoriziuog 
a corporation created by the lature ot 
Ohio to regulate commerce a the other 
States and Kentucky, nor basit apy m 
power to autborize that corporation to e 
cise so much of its incidental and implied 
power as would result from this power to 
regulate commerce amorg the States and give 
it authority to eonstrucit a reilroadin the 
Strate of Kentucky. 

The powers of Congress are inalienable, 
aid incommunicable by it to any body or 
organization whatever. It cannot sub’et toa 
eurperation created by the Legislature of 
Obio, or te that State, the power to establish 
“a uplform rule of naturalization, and unl- 
form laws on the subject of bankruptcies,” 
“to colon money, regulate the value thereof 
and of foreign coin;"’ “*to establish postofiices 
and post roads;”’ ‘‘to constitute tribuvals in- 
ferior to the Supreme Court,”’ or to execate 
any other of its express, specified wers, to 
the extent that those powers might operate 
in the State of Kentucky. Nor has Congress 
any more wer in regulating commerce 
amopg the several States, any more authority 
io farm out Kentucky toa corporation of 
Obio for the execution of its express power 
to regulate commerce between that and the 
other States of the Union, or any power inci- 
dental toit. It cannot assiga or depute toa 
State corporation, or to a State, any one of its 
exprees powers, or apy Implied powers that 
inuretoit by the Coustitution from its ex- 
press powers. 

To Congress the Constitution gives the 
great trust to designate, organize, and put in 
operation the entire mazes of implied powers 
appertaining to all the departments and of- 
ficers Of the Government; and uatil this is 
done those implied powers, bowever neces- 
sary, are in an embryo state, not quickened 
into life; and it is the obvious ard bigh duty 
of Coucress to execute this trust as the needs 
of the Government and country may requir 
and to refer the execution of every implie 
power to the depertment or officer charged 
with the correlative specified wer. It 
weuld be palpably and equally out of the 
pale of congressional discretion to attewpt to 
commit any express or specified or any im- 
plied and incidental power to a Scate or the 
authorities of a State forexecution. If this 
could be done as to one wer of either 
class as to one State, it could be as to all 
powers of botb classes for every State, and 
could vroceed in this way literally to dissect 
ibe entire Government. 

Yorgress was made to pars laws for the 
United States, not the States, and they are to 
be executed only by the United States officers 
and sgents. lt can form no governmental 
parinership, general or limited, with a State 
or States. There bas been occasionally a 
common instrumentality adopted by some of 
the States and the Government of the United 
States to execute distinct powers which be- 
longed to them respectively; but this instra- 
mentality, in the execution of the powers of 
the one orthe other, is under the exclusive 
control of the one whose business it is trans- 
acting. This kind of connection between the 
General and the State Governments is clearly 
ps rig by Chief Justice Marahali in his 

pinion in the case of Gibbons vs. Ogden. In 
treating of a *‘duty on tonnage,”’ he says: 

“This tax may be Imposed by a State wiih the 
consent Of Congress (the Constitution expressly? 
permits it); and it may be admitted that Con- 
gress cannot give a right to a State in virtue of 
its powers,” 

In our system of government this is uno- 
queetionabiy a truism. 

Congress could not beforehand have con- 
ferred on the Ohio Legislature the power to 
create a corporation in the city of Cincinnati 
to construct a railroad in the State of Ken- 
.ucky, and its assent to such an act after it 
bas pa:sed the L«gi-lature of Ohio gives it no 
validity or effect in Kentucky. 

Ina eubsequeut part of the same opinion 
the Chie! Justice says: 

“Althouvh Congress cannot enable a State 40 
legislate, Copgress gm x the provisious of a 
State ob any subject. hen the Government of 
the Unicn was oroughbt into exi tence, it found 
asystem for the regulation of ita pilots in full 
force inevery State, The act which has been 
mentioned adopts this system, and gives it the 
same validity as if tts provisions had been 
spectaliy made by Congress.’’ 

When those pilot laws were passed, 1t was 
by Legislatures that had rightful and unqaes- 
tioned power. One legislative body may 
adovt a law passed by another legislative 
body, totidem verbis, or, as a totality, and, in 
either form, it would become the law of the 
adopting Legislature, and be as much subject 
‘to its amendment, alteration or repeal as 
though it bad never been enacted by any oth- 
er authority. Within the jurisdiction of the 
adopting Legislature, it would receive its 
whole sanction and effect from it, not a parti- 
cle from the one by. which it was first ea- 
acted, 

That proposed measure is not a parallel to 
those State pilot laws, that were adopted by 
Congress at the very inauguration of the Goy- 
ernment in 1789, he law of Ohio creates a 
corporation, and proposes to invest it with 
authority to construct and to maintain in per- 
petuity a railway through the State of Ken- 
tucky. This is an act without avy authority 
and whollyinvalid. The proposition is not 
that Congress shali adopt and make ita law 
of Congress, and acquire over it the power of 
amepndmeut, of alteration and repeal, but 
brood over it. and in somemystic way leave it 
a law of Obio, tobe executed by her officers 
and egencics, and yet impart to it so much of 
the virtue of congressional and national legis- 
lation as that Kentucky could not interfere 
with Ohio’s execution of iton her soil in all 
time to come.

But she 
turns scornfully away from all this«fair and 
reasonable opportunity. The inhibition of 
the constitution.of Ohio to cities taking stock 
in joint stock companies is but a pretext. 
Her constitution is not unalterable; on the 
contrary, it provides for its own alteration, 
in a mode quick and facile. It. was only 
necessary that three-fifths of the Legislature 
which passed the law creating this. corpora- 
tion should have submitted to the people as 
an amendment to their constitution, that Cin- 
cinvati should be empowered to subscribe 
stock inajoint stock company to coustract 
a railway to Chattanooga, and, if supported by 
a majority of the votes given at the ensuing 
election, it wou:d become a part of the con- 
stitution, and remove all difficulty to that 
city subscribing for railroad stock ino the 
mode permitted by the States genera)ly in 
their own projects, 

It cannot be doubted that if the people of 
Cit ciwnati ¢srnestly desised, and would rig- 
orously support, such an amendment of the 
conetitution of Ohio, it would »2¢ adopted by 
a mejortty of the peopie voting ata single 
ejection. Cincinnati inveighs vehemently and 
bitterly against the selfishness of Louisville, 
for having procured the defeat in the Ken- 
tucky Legislature of a proposition that that 
State should surrender in perpetuity to her 
corporation the right of way and al! the 
franchises of a rulroad across the entire 
breadth of her territory; and this extraordi- 
pary proposition to come from Cincinaati to 
another State, — a rival city, if you 
please, wilhout any effort to modify the con- 
stitution of Ohio, so as to enable her to 
ask for and receive a charter from Ken- 
tucky in the usual form. Pray, what but 
selfishness, and sinister selfishness, could 
have prempted her to enter upon 80 ¢Xtraor- 
dipary an enterprise? [t is a common de- 
vice with thieves to join in the pursuit, 
and to shout loudest the cry of ‘Thief!’

It is true 
the Supreme Court has repeatedly decided 
that acts of a -Stafe Legislature bestow 
land avd also franchises and immuni- 
ilies to banks and other corporations 
were in the nature of contracts, and 
that the repeal of those laws would not divest 
any rights conferred by them. In the case 
of State Bank of Ohio vs. Koop that court 
rays: 

“Tt must be admitted that the State has the 
sovercign power to do this (pass a law granting 
franchises and exemptions to banks), and it would 
have asoverelgo power 0 Impair orannul a 
contract, had not the constitution ef the United 
States ipbibited the exercise of such a power.”’— 
[16 Howaro, page 90.

but for this provision that the State Legisia- 
ture would have full power to pass the repeal- 
ing law. That court bas also decided that 
this provision of the Constitution does not 
apply to Congress or the Government of the 
United States, but only to the States; so that 
there would be no obstacle toa future Con- 
gress repealing this bill if it should be 
passed. 

The powers of Congress and a Stute and its 
government to gravt franchises are not the 
seme, but are different in extent and natare. 
Franchises as they are known in the United 
States originated in England, and were 
brought to this country by Englistt colovists. 
They were privileges belonging to the Crown, 
and weré given by royal grant generally to 
particular individuals and corpora'fons in 
consideration of. certain duties to be per 
forme i for the benefit or convenience of the 
King’s subjects. They could not be resumed 
by the Crown at plcasure, but only for cause; 
vor could it interfere, directly or indirectly, 
with the granted franchises so as materially to 
impair their valae; but those franchises were 
subject at all times to be withdrawn, modi- 
fied, or abolished by the omnipotent power of 
Parliament. 

In the United States, after independence, 
thoce rights of franchise appertained wholl 
tothe States and their governments, which 

ose essed over them the combined powers of 
‘ing and pariiament, end those governments 
could, until the adoption of the Constitution 
with the restrictive clanse before quoted, not 
only grant, but modify or resume at pleasare, 
all franchises within their territory. 

Congress has certainly no power, specified 
and expressed in the Constitution, to create a 
corporation, much less to confer upon it fran- 
chises. If it has such powers they are pure- 
ly implied and incidental powers, and ‘it has 
unqueetiovably in the same way the power to 
repeal its laws granting them. To the argu- 
ment that the powers of ‘Congress are inasien- 
able and incommunicable, that they may ex- 
ist continuously in a uriform, undiminished, 
and inaccessible mass, it may be added that 
Congress itself bas no authority whatever to 
farm out, diminish, or impair its powers, 

{f I am questioned whetter it has the pow- 
er to make contracts, and, if it has, whether 
its contracts are not binding, I answer affirm- 
atively to both branches of the question; but 
say further these franchises are not subjects 
for Congressional contracts, either in the 
form of mutual agreement of legislative 
gra nt, because— 

1. Acoptract musthave’ subject about

8. The contract must not be against law

roperty aniy,in some form, can be. the 
subject of contracts; and property is anythiog 
of which persons, natural Or artificial, can 
have the ownership—che use, the right of pos- 
session, and the title. 

The offices of our Gouernment are not such 
eubjects of property that they can uphold 
contracta, either between it and individuals, 
or among individuals; Dor can branches. 
They are not of such a nature as to prevent 
the Government from their resumption or ab- 
rogation at its pleasure, even though they 
have been bestowed; the principal and the 
rule is different as to lands, personalty, money 
and all subjects of general property and 
ownership. Offices and franchises are appur- 
tenances of the Goveroment its faculties, 
parts of its machinery for its more convenient 
and efiective working to the great end of all 
legitimate government, the common 
good of the ; and the Gov- 
e:pment bas no power to sever them trom 
itself. If a proposition were to be made to

Itis very doubtful whether the 
sages who made the Constitution intended 
that Congress should create coroorat ons, 
Thetr essential nature was as well known to 
them as to us, They are hoth literally 
and figuratively soulless; are grasping, en- 
croaching, apd tyraunical they are ant- 
mated by a community of iuterest, 
and are combining and stretching 
interlocking their gian® arms every whore 
acrocs the whole land. Their exactions are 
oppressipg the people, and in the ir solence 
of they augmenting power tbcy are giviog iu 
dications ofa purpose to contest for infla- 
ence and rule witb the Goveroment itself. 
Tbey beffle the restraints and responsibility 
which the law has put upoo them, snd seem 
to be sbsorbing a'l wholesome authority over 
them. ey are orgavizing a ereat 
and pervading power for coriuot- 
ing and puicbasing every force and influ 
erce in the way of her vast projects, and se- 
ricusly threaten to undermiue the Constita- 
tion and the liberties of the people. They 
have increasei, are increasing, and ought 
to be diminished; and now, when the cry of 
the country is coming up to Congress to reduce 
their combined and still combitiing strengb, 
and to reform them by a wise, salutary, just aod 
firm system of legisiation, the passage of this 
monstrous measure would be a great and fear.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


The Newspaper Question—New Hamp- 
shire Election—A Radical Mistake— 
Revenue Bill in the House—Loqua- 
ciousness vs. Business—The Lunatic 
Asylums, &c., &¢.

FRaNKFOBT, March 17, 1871. 

The newspaper ques ion again came under 
consicetation this morning when the geveral 
appropriation bili passed by the House was 
taken up by the Senate. As might have been 
expected, Senators found it rather difficult to 
reconcile some of the provisions of the bill re- 
Jaiing to newspapers with the very stringent 
rule adoptea at the beginning of the session, 
limitirg the subscription of members to three 
papers, and specifying that no newspaper 
account should be allowed, unless it appeared 
that the paper was actually ordered through 
the sergean!-at-arms of the respective houses. 
The aporoprirtion bill was, however, with 
some immaterial amendments and one or two 
additions to the items, concurred in. 

A SUGGESTION. 

Your correspondent would respectfully sug- 
gesttofuture Legislatures that they sball 
either adopt ro resolution at all on the sub- 
ject, or that they religiously adhere to it in 
their action on newspaper accounts. The 
COURIER-JOURNAL, in common with most of 
the other papers of the Commonwealth that 
have been read by mt mbers during the session 
of the General Assembly, is well satisfied to 
have subscriptions ordered by mem/ers 
iLrough the sergeant-at-arms liquidated; but 
at the came time it cannot but 'ook a little 
queer to see sums of money appropriated to 
iuvored papers by the Legislature altogether 
outside of and in violation of the rule.

ST. PATRICK'S DAY. 


A Short Biographical Sketch—Cete- 
bration of the Day by the Irish 
Benevolent Societies 
of the City. 


“spaLkL AND BANQUET. 


Wherever the Irishman roams, whatever may 
be his lot in life, whether he drinks the bitter 
Graughtof siaveryor breathes the pure air of 
liberty, bis rich Celtic blood rushes swifter 
through bit veins and bis eye htens as he 
hears the pame of the man Win 48d @ eine. tor 
that fair green tele which he calls bis tatherfand. 
When &. Patrick’s day dawns, the servant gir! 
quits her drudgery aud the laborer hia tiresome 
task fo enjoy the bappiness which was antici- 

y which the heart was lightened of 
ite load of weary care, through many a sad, long 
day. Ali fromthe country of which St. Patrick 


is the patrom raint, rich ena poor, welcome the 
day and give it due ceiebration. Before procecd- 
ing to narrate the manner in which it was held 
yesterday ip this city it may be well to give a 
shoit sketch of the life of 
: THE SAINT. 

Autborities are divided as to the birih-place of 
St. Patrick, bus perhaps the weight of opinion 
inelines (o awarding that honor to Kllpa'rick, a 
town in Scotland, near the mouth of the Ciyde. 
He was born about the sear 372. When he was 
about sixteen years of age he was captured by 
pirates and carried to Ireland. Regaining his 
liberty after a captivity of abou! six months, he 
was again taken, aad he again escaped. He was 
educated in Fraace, and itis probable on this 
account that Irishmen have always entertained 
a strong friendship forthe French. In the year 
432 he proceeded to Ireland in accordance with 
a resolauion formed years previously bya cir- 
cumstance closely resembling that which ta- 
duced 8t. Paul to visit Macedonia. 

In person he wastall and commanding, but his 
rigid, abstemijous babits gave him aa attenuated 
appearence. Clad ina coarse cloak which cov- 
ered his entire figure from head to fooi, witha 
cowl upon his headand sandals upon his feet, 
he arrived in Ireland to proclaim the message of 
the cross to those he desired to save from sin and 
woe. With bis “warm iove for his fellow-men, 
his advocacy of Goristianity won over the people 
lo the falth with’ such usparaileled -uccegs and 
celertty asto be litle short of misacalous. The 
kings Of Dublin and Munster were baptized by 
him, atd also the seven sons of the King of Con- 
meught. Before his death, reariy the whole of 
the tohabitants of the island were converted. His 
staff, or crosier, with which he i8 said to have 
banished all vepomous serpemts out of the coun- 
iry, Was kept as a sacred relic at Dublin so late 
as the year 1360. To bim the shamrock 
owes its dignity as a national embiem, 
and few but can rehearse the beautiful story of 
the use which 8. Patrick had made of it in illus- 
trating one of the most mysterious of divine 
truths. According to the testimony of St. Ber- 
pard, bis Metropolitan See was at Armagh; and 
the thorough system of organization which he 
instituted shows that, with all the enthusiasm 
and fire of his nature, he well knew what was 
the best means for at once propaga'ing the new 
doctrine and preventing a relapse to ancient 
error, His “Confession,”’ Which was published 
in London in 1658, was written by him in bis old 
age, but the authenticity of the work has been 
doubted. After a life spent in doing goed, re- 
Vealipg truth, upmasking vice, and redressing 
WIOLg, Oppression, and tyranny, and kindling 
Im the breasts of the people among whom he la- 
bored that patriotism and love of liberty which 
remain ungquenched after a deluge for centuries 
of the tusult, scorn, and ruthless severity of ty- 
rants, St. Pauick died at Down, tr Ulster, about 
the year 464, 

THE PROCESSION. 

At a few minutes pasi2 g’clock the grand pro- 
cessicb,composed of the different Irish benevolent 
societies of the city,was formed on Jefferson siree t 
with the right resting on Fifth. It was headed 
by Grand Marshal J. P. McGrath and his aids, 
Matthew Curran, Daniel Guy, James o" Conper, 
and Thos. W. McNally. 

The first Sec'ion of the procession was com- 
posed of the members of 8t. Michuei’s Benevolent 
Society, J. Louls Brady, Marshal. They were led 
by Christ Haupt’s Star Sliver Band, and bore at 
their bead the na‘ional emblems of the United 
States and Ireland. This society, which is the 
larg( st In the city, is composed entirely of ycung 
and middle-aged men. It was organized only two 
years since, and now numbers between four and 
five hundred mep. 

Following this society came a lise of carriages, 
tbe frst containing His Honor the Mayor, H.8 
Mulleda, one of the late exiles, John McAteer, 
and Thomas Hackett. The second carriage con- 
tained Peter Manghan, Licut. John Shelly, Capt. 
Jobn Graham, Jeremiab Cavanaugh, and Pat. 
sbea, Thethird carriage contained Capt. W. 
Boland, Jobn Cokely. and E. Barrett. 

Then csme St. John’s Matual Ald Society; Wm. 
O’Connor, Marshal. This suciety numbers about 
twe hundred and fifty men. It was organized 
about two years ago. 

Next came United Sons of Erin; Dr. J.J. Mc- 
Donough, Marshal. Its numerical strength ts 
about three bupdred and seventy-fvemen. It is 
the oldest society in the city, having been organ- 
ized In 1853 by Pat. Bannon. John Shelly, Henry 
Cas+im. and others not surviviag. 

Two brass bands were severally placed at the 
beads of the two last named societies, andthe 
grand procession was closed with the 8!. Pat- 
rick’s Benevolent Society, James McSerley, Mar- 
shal, and a large number of citizens in carriages 
and Op horseback. 

THE MARCH. 

The procession, being formed, moved ont Fifib 
to Chestnut, up Chestnut to Fourth. thence aiong 
Fourth to Broadway, down Broadway to Eighth, 
in Eighth toChestnut, down Chestnut to Thir- 
teenth, thence along Thirteenth to Market, up 
Market to Eightb,in Eighth to Main, up Matn to 
Second, out Second to Jefferson, up Jefferson to 
Brook, tp Brook to Main, up Main to Clay, thence

gwality. In fact, lt is acombDination of the facai- 
lier; it means industry, good sense; Or. as the 
Yarkee would call tt, gumption. Lazy Freneh- 
men are ae scarce @s biack swans in Rome, 
sbakes in Ireland or statesmansbip in Washbing- 
ton, 

Mr. Saxe dwelt at length on their love of the 
besutiful, and carried bis audience pleasantly 
tbrough their public cemeteries, the flowers of 
Pere ja Chaise and private gardens—tho:-e artis- 
tic imitations of nature. Their love of flo vers 
ig a upive rial pa:sion, and their pocts, warriors, 
statesmen keep immortal tryst tn the sacred 
cemeieries of France. That people never visit 
the glaves of their dead with empiy hands. 
There the flowers never die; aod, withal, there 
ig 2 marked absence of the >kull and cross-bones 
of ttaly apy Germany. Such exM¥ditlous are 


*foreiau to French ideas of deceacy and good 


taste. 

But, as in Our own cemeterie’, the good only 
are buried there— at least, so the marble speaks, 
To gaming and danciog they devote themselves 
with remarkable enthusiasm—from the cottage 
te, the court, from tne cradle to the grave. When 
a'Frenchman can no longer dance he dies. Said 
a fine old lady in Parison Ash Wednesday, “We 
can’t eat after twelve: but, thank God, we can 
dance sli night.”” It is ouring the forty day,’ 
farewell to goose and pig, as Lent Is called iu the 
Pantagniel of Rabelais, thatthey give way to a 
perfect Madness, but not without method, of en- 
thusiasm. On thesubj-ct of holiday-, Mr. Saxe 
suid, “Ah, ifthe coming man, that paragon of 
Wisdom, shall ouly briag with him when he 
comes a ho)iday that shall offer joy to all and in- 
jury te none.” 

Ta speaking of the beau-monde and the demi- 
monde,ihe speaker said the dlamonds of the 
latier were the envy and despair of marpy a 
cuchess, Their hearta may be faise, but their 
jewelry is pure. These dainty damsels of the 
demi-monde are the fashion-makers of the 
world. Consider, oh se womenof America, 
your love of a bonnet, your latest felicity in the 
shape of a cbignon, was made and ‘ashioged by 
the dexterous “ladies of the lake,’’ as the demi- 
monde are called. 

Mr. Saxe brouy ht down tbe bou<e witha his an- 
ecdotes of Fieach wit and vivacity. As illustra- 
tive of the former: Several gentlemen, uot long 
since, a Frenchman amovug the number, were 
discu:sive General Ben Butier, each exoressing 
his own views of that illustrious personage. Sald 
one, an admirer of the man, “You may say what 
you please of General Butler, but he did ooe good 
thing while at New Orlean*; by Dis wise sanlary 
mearures he saved that city from the plague of 
yellow fever dusing bis reignthere.’’ **My good 
fellow,” responded the Freachman. “do you not 
believe in aGoo? How can you talk so? Do you 
ihi:k the Almighty would suffer ope city to be 
cursed at the same time by two such plagues a; 
B.n Buti-r and the yellow fever? No! no! C’eat 
Impossible! C'est impossibie!’’ [Proionged 
laughter and applause. } 

The oaths of that people are less wicked and 
significant than those of the English. Their 
parblue, morb'ue, sacrablue are a mild sort of 
imprecation,aod perbaps gave occasion to the 
expretsion, “swearing tll everything is biue.”

Oakley Committed to 
Murder. 


Answer for 


The preliminary eXamioation in the case of 
Jdiuss Oakicy, Charge? with shooting, wounding 
and killing Edwin F. Parker, was held in the 
Ci'y Court vesterday moroing. Judge Price was 
on the Bench; Messrs. Hagan and Harney con- 
ducted the case on behalf of the Commonwealth, 
and Messrs. Deft, Kinney, Jackson, Whittaker 
acd Draffen for the prisoner. 

Very few additional facts were elicited besides 
tbose contained In the testimony taken at the tn- 
qurst, of which we have already pubiished a 
full account, There were only fuur additional 
wii pesses exami ned: 

Mrs. Mary Holman, residing on Main street, 
between Tenthand Eleven'h streets, testified that 
ehe saw Oakley, wher he returned from the pur- 
sult of Parker, enter the Tobacco Planters’ sa- 
loon, jump over the counter about the middle, 
act as though he put something under the coun- 
ter, and then walk hurriedly round the counter 
anc leave the house. 

William, Tousey, who !ives at the corner of 
Chapel af Main streets, heard Oakley remark, 
wher he fired one of the skots at Parker, “Bet 
the son of a Ditch got that.” 

Lieutenant Gore said that he arrested Oakley 
ata stable on Columbia street, between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, about two o'clock, 
on the morning of the ninth of March. Mr. Wes- 
by went in with bim and Mr. rrainer remained 
outside. When thewentered, Oakley was ia the 
lower part of the stable, s'anding bestde a hack 
near the stable door. The stable beloogs to Jas. 
Wallace, and Oakley’s business is that of a hack- 
driver. 

Mr. Ben. Beach, corner of Eighth and Market 
streets, said he saw Pa:ikeron the Wednesday 
evenirg he was shot, betweea half-past seven and 
balf-past eight o'clock at the Baxter Company's 
house, on Market, between Seventh and Eighth 
streets. He was wounded aod lying there. 

After the testimony was heard there was no 
opposition by the defense to the motion of Mr. 
Hagan for the committal of Oakley to answer the 
charge of murder. Judge Price thereupon or- 
dered Oakley to be committed.
